ARTIFICIAL TEETH. 


HOW THEY ARE MADE AND WHAT 


BECOMES OF THEM.

Hundreds of thousands of artificial 


leoth are ui.imifnctured and sold every 
fear. What bct-oiiipsof tliein? It is like 
asking what becomes of pins and other 
things which are practically indestruc- 
tible. 


Before making a gne.=s it is worth 


while to consider how artificial teeth 
are made. The story is told in Nau- 
tticke.t of a sea captain who was a ^reat 
whistler tintil ho lost one of his front 
teeth by accidental contact with a be 
laying pin. For sonic time he bemoaned 
his lost accomplishment, until he found 
that ho could whistle very well with an 
artificial tooth whittled out of a piece 
of wood. When a performance was de- 
sired, he would calmly carve out an in- 
cisor and put it in position. 
Then the 


audience would wait until the tooth 
was swelled by the moistnre of his 
mouth BO that it would not slip out. 


When plates were discovered and the 


expert dentist was able to supply a 
•whole monthfnl of new teeth, the teeth 
themselves were carved out of ivory. 
But constant grinding would wear away 
the ivory, and these elephant teath 
were not satisfactory. 


Today all artificial teeth are made of 


porcelain, and will outlast a Methu- 
selah. Those which are known in the 
trade as "sicrrj teeth," being carried in 
etock by the big dental supply houses, 
are manufactured in enormous quanti- 
ties. 


The porcelain material, which con- 


tains various mineral proportions, is 
worked up like a sort of dough or plas- 
ter, forced into molds and fused by in- 
tense heat in a furnace. 
Each tooth ia 


covered with enamel and has one or 
more metal pins in the back to hold it 
to the plate. 


In large lots these teeth can be made 


very cheaply, but there is one item of 
expense that cannot be overcome, and 
thut is the cost of the metal holding the 
pin. Tho only metal which will stand 
the intense heat of tho porcelain fur- 
nace is platinum, and that costs at the 
rate of a cent a pin simply for the ruw 
material. 
A greiit deal of money has 


been spent in experiments to discover 
Borne substitute for platinum, but noth- 
ing has yet been found. 


While a cheap grade of "store teeth' 


can bo bought for a few cents apiece, 
they are not nearly as satisfactory as 
tho standard commercial article which 
is used by most dentists. A big supply 
company will carry hundreds of samples 
of teeth, all of standard qnnlitirs. but 
differing greatly in size, shape and col- 
or. In color alone, from 2o to 100 varia- 
tions may bo presented. 


Bnt as there are people who are not 


satisfied with ready made clothing so 
there are people who aro not satisfied 
with ready made teeth. False teeth 
may look just as well or better than 
real ones, but public speakers, siugera 
and other prominent people want their 
own teeth reproduced mall their pecul- 
iarities of form and color and fillings, 
if they have them. They want tenth 
that cannot bo told as false, and they 
get them, not all at once perhaps, but 
one by one, as tho originals give out. 


In teeth that aro made to order noth- 


ing is impossible, from tho short, white 
toeth of normal youth to tho long, dis- 
colored onea of extromo age, and tho 
prices range like those of watches. 


Tho toeth are set in plates of rubber, 


gold and aluminium, but tho highest 
achievement ia considered to bo a plat- 
inum plate, upon which has been fused 
a lining of tinted purcohiin similar to 
that used for gum work. Tinted plates 
have been made of tho same material 
aa the-teeth, hut as tho porcelain shrinks 
in tue firing the fitting of such plates 
is uncertain. 


And now for tho answer to tho ques- 


tion, "What becomes) of false tooth?' 
Sometimes they aro lost, sometimes 
stolon and sonuHinii's left as a family 
legacy. 
Generally, however, they are 


buried with tho owner and lie forever 
hidden in the ground. 


It is occasionally suggested that there 


is quite a business in secondhand fal.ie 
teoth, but if there is such a traffic; it is 
not of largo proportions. Hot-ondhand 
teeth are valuable only fur the platinum 
wire that they contain, and when they 
fall into tho hands of regular Teeth 
makers they aro smashed up to get the 
platinum out 


Not long ago a man who found a 


double set of teeth went with them to 
a dealer, thinking that lie had a pri/.e. 
The finder was surprised when tho deal- 
er refused to make an offer and .said 
that 10 cents a sot was all they were 
worth to any one but the person wbo.-u 
mouth they fitted.

ONE THAT IS THE HOPE Of EVERY 


CREDULOUS FRENCHMAN. 


ij.he Story o« .Vttpolcon'a Fiimona Coin 


nn«l <he Iiniiieime Forinne That In 


Volta\nrly Believed to Ue Conceal- 


C<1 within It.

reco^'ni;:i'd authorities on coin lore, 
sjvakiui? of this curious condition of 
affairs, said-. 


••It is qnito trne that half France 


sjiil lielioves in tho existence of great 
wcidt-li hidden in a 5 franc piece, al- 
though many numismatists hold that 
tlir fortnne in question was long ago 
discovered and appropriated by one of 
the Rothschild family. 


"Tho story of the strange 5 franc 


fortnne legend may ba briefly told. A 5 
franc piece, to begin with, is a silver 
coin, and is worth about 4s. 2d. Napo- 
leou I was very anxious to make tho 
coiu a popular one, and with this end 
iu view he caused it to bo circulated 
everywhere throughout Franco that 
he had inserted in one of the silver 
pieces before it left the mint a bank 
note or order for 1,000,000~of these same 
5 francs—roughly, ahout 
£200,000. 


Whether he really did this or not I can- 
not say for certain, but the weight oE 
evidence would seem to show that it 
was done. 


"Iu the manuscript memoirs of the 


Due de Feltie, Napoleon's minister of 
war, 
it is expressly stated that the em- 


peror inclosed a note on the Bank of 
France, duly signed by the governors of 
that institution, in a split 5 franc piece; 
that ths halves were then welded to- 
gether, partially reminted and thrown 
in a heap of similar coins, which the 
emperor mixed with his own hands. 
These coins Napoleon took with him in 
a bag when he went to Boulogne and 
distributed lavishly en route, even drop- 
ping some of thorn out of his carriage 
windows. In this way it was impossible 
to keep track of the lucky coin. 


"The 
news of this odd lottery spread 


far and wide, and the 5 franc piece 
leaped into immediate 
favor. 
From 


that day to this mutilation of tho coin 
ins been common in France, Switzer- 
land, Belgium and elsewhere. Every 
year the Bank of France is requested to 
make good scores of pieces split in a 
vai7i search for 
the 5.000.000 franc 


bank note. 


"There are many stories dealing with 


reputed finds of the fortnne. Indeed 
when a man becomes suddenly rich in 
France it is common to hear people 
whisper, 'Hu must have found Napo- 
leon's famous coin.' 


"Somo assort that the emperor kept 


the coin himself, but this hardly agrees 
with Napoleon's character. Htill it is a 
current theory that HODIO of the money 
which enabled Napoleon 111 to reach 
the imperial throne was found in the 
Incky silver piece, which his mother, 
Queen Hortense, had wheedled out of 
her brother-in-law. 


"It was also common talk that Gen- 


em! Boulanger had acquired the famous 
coin until the. discovery that his money 
supplies came from the Duchess d'Uxes 
set that belief at rest. 


"The most likely explanation as to 


why tho 5 franc piece fails to tnrn up 
is that Baron Ferdinand do Rothschild, 
ft French member of tho great Jewish 
liiiukiug house, secured it. Thisaccounl 
•atiitcH tliat Baron de Kothschild, having 
invalidated the tradition and fount 
snftin'i-nt proof of its truth, deliberate- 
ly ^et to work to locate the note. 


'•Hi.- quietly bought in and collected 


every ."> franc piece he could get, anc 
liis agents were notified to preserve anc: 
forward to Paris ever}' ;> franc piece 
which reached them in Europe, Asia, 
Afrira or America. 
In his office the
